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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1.—Dimonp’s CoRNER. 


Summer term taught by Miss Ann W. Heath, a teacher of 
large experience, and whose ability to instruct has been proved 
by many successful terms. At our first visit the school appeared 
well, but after continuing a few weeks the scholars seemed to lose 
the interest in their studies which had previously characterized 
the school, and although the teacher apparently endeavored to 
discharge her duty faithfully, the matter grew from bad to worse, 
rendering the school of but little account compared to what it 
might have been by the hearty co-operation of parents, teacher 
and scholars. 

Winter term taught by Miss M. Anna Putney of Webster, a 
teacher whom we found to be perfectly at home in the school- 
room, and who as a working teacher has few superiors. Her 
method of instruction is clear and comprehensive, her govern- 
ment mild but firm, gaining the respect and confidence of her 
pupils, securing at the same time good Coser, one of the most 
important requisites of a good school. 

The closing examination showed a proficiency satisfactory to 
your committee, and we think also to the many eitizens who 


were present. ‘The teacher reports eight scholars not absent one 
half day. 
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District No. 2.—LOwER VILLAGE. 


Summer term taught by Miss Mary R. Webster of Webster. 
The deportment of this school was unexceptionable. The teacher 
labored hard for the improvement of her pupils, with satisfactory 
results. Considerable attention was paid to reading, and rapid 
advancement was made, although a difficulty was encountered by 
the scholars in trying to master books beyond their years, a pre- 
vailing error in many of our district schools. 

The winter term is in successful operation under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Ann W. Heath. 


District No. 3.—NortTH VILLAGE. 


Both terms taught by Miss Mattie A. Clark. This school was 
in care of Rev. Mr. Huntington, who has failed to make a re- 
port of the summer term. 

The winter term was a pleasant one; the teacher secured the 
good will of the scholars, which added much to the interest of 
the school. Progress reasonably satisfactory. | 


District No, 4.—ScHoopac. 


Summer term taught by Miss Ida T. Hardy, who enters the 
school-room as a teacher without previous experience, and under 
rather unfavorable circumstances, resulting from the disaffection 
created during the previous term. ‘The term was more success- 
ful than we anticipated from the appearance on our first visit. 
The government was of a persuasive character, yet the result on 
the whole was quite satisfactory. All further attempts at ventil- 
ating the house would be superfluous. | 

Winter term taught by Mr. Luther J. Clement, to the entire 
satisfaction of the district, so far as we could learn. The teacher 
succeeded in increasing a manifest desire to learn, and created an 
influence in the school-room worthy of commendation. The clos- 
ing examination showed a thoroughness in the studies pursued 
seldom surpassed. The examination was rendered more in- 
teresting by the introduction of rhetorical exercises, which were 
also a notable feature displayed at the close of the summer term. 
The register shows forty visits by citizens, the largest number 
reported in any district in town in proportion to its population. 
Six scholars are also shown not to have been absent one half day 

during the term. 
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District No. 5.—Pumpxin HItt. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Abbie R. Fitz of Web- 
ster. Miss Fitz was calm and faithful in the performance of her 
duties, and all the scholars learned well. 

The fall term, taught by Miss Maria P. Osgood, evinced all 
the progress, in the books studied, that could be expected. The 
teacher truly says in her report: ‘* The school is so small that 
any remarks may seem superfluous.” 


District No. 6.—Burnt HItt. 


Miss Matilda B. Smith of Sunapee had charge of this school 
during the summer term, and we are of opinion she well earned 
her wages. Order good and instruction thorough. She is a good 
teacher. 

The winter term was taught by a member of your committee, 
who will ouly say here that his services were pleasant and reason- 
ably satisfactory to himself—leaving others to judge of the value 
of the instruction imparted. For the earnest and cordial support 
of the citizens he feels grateful. 


District No. 7.—KIMBALL. 


A summer and fall term of six weeks each, under the instruc- 
tion of Mrs. Hattie E. Buxton, who for several terms has sue- 
cessfully taught in this district. The school appeared well at our 
‘first visit, and no doubt sustained its reputation throughout the sec- 
ond term, which we failed to visit, not receiving any notice of its 
being in session. Several specimens of map drawing are worthy 
of special mention. 


Districr No. 8.—BuRNAP. 


One term, fall, taught by Miss Orie I. Muzzy. We find here 
some of the most promising scholars in town, but the teacher 
reports that ‘‘not one of the parents in the district visited us 
during the entire term.” This is not as it should be. The ex- 
amination, for the most part, was satisfactory. There was some 
reason to suppose, however, that the first class in grammar was 
a little neglected. 
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District No. 9.—W ATERLOO. 


Both terms taught by Miss Maria P. Osgood, an accomplished 
and successful teacher, The summer term was a profitable one. 
The winter term is still in progress, and from the appearance of 
the school, on our first visit, we bespeak for it satisfactory results. 


District No. 10.—Co..ins. 


One term, taught by Miss Maggie F. Melvin. The Rev. Mr. 
Huntington had the supervision of this school, but has made no 
report of it; but, being present at its close, we are able to say 
that the scholars appeared well, showing that the term had been 
a profitable one. We hope Miss Melvin will have an opportunity 
to exert her energies in a larger district. 


District No. 11.—Tory Hitt. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Annette Andrews, a 
faithful and conscientious teacher, who discharged her duties very 
well. Order good. 

-The winter term was instructed by Miss Nettie J. Annis. 
This was Miss A’s. first attempt at teaching. The school was 
very small, so small indeed that it is difficult to say what would 
have been the result had the teacher been placed in a school where 
her faculties could have had full scope. We think the teacher 
endeavored to induce the scholars to learn, with satisfactory re- 
' sults,—perhaps a little more attention to discipline would have 
been advisable. 


District No. 12.—Coucnu. 


Two terms, summer and winter, both under the management 
of Miss Addie M. Sargent, whose efforts were crowned with en- 
tire success, so far as we have been able to learn. The scholars 
seemed well disposed, imbued with a desire to learn, punctual in 
their habits, the teacher did her ‘level best” to instruct them, 
and received the sympathy and support of the parents. Sucha 
condition existing, cannot fail to result in lasting benefit to the 
school. 
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The teacher in her remarks says: ‘* The scholars have been 
kind and obliging both in and out of school, and the term has 
been one of pleasure and profit, I trust, to both teacher and 
scholars.” The teacher also reports the presence of all the 
parents at the close of the winter term, nearly all of whom were 
present at the examination of the summer term. 


District No. 13.—VILLAGE. 


Lower Department.—The summer and winter terms were both 
taught by Mrs. Emma B. Quimby, who had previously ‘‘ proved 
herself admirably qualified for the position,” and she again dem- 
onstrated her rare ability to *‘ both gain the regard of the children 
and thoroughly awaken their minds,” Everything satisfactory. 

Higher Department.—Both terms instructed by Miss Drusilla 
Blaisdell of Salisbury, who, by previous experience in the school- 
room had gained the reputation of a successful teacher. 

The summer term commenced under rather unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, as the house was undergoing repairs, which necessi- 
tated using the town hall as a substitute, which proved ill-adapted 
to suit the convenience or comfort of the teacher or pupils. Add 
to this the prevalence of the measles, and we could not expect a 
very gratifying result, yet the examination showed that the labors 
of teacher had uot been wholly in vain. 

The winter term we regret to say was not a success. To those 
scholars who attended regularly, who were disposed to be orderly, 
and manifested a desire to learn, the school was not without 
benefit. 

In our examination of teachers we have not made physical power 
a test of their fitness for the position. Time was, when the mas- 
ter ruled by superior force, when scholars were governed by fear, 
rather than a wholesome regard for the proper requirements of 
the school, but we hope that time has gone by. 

In the present day it is expected that scholars will pay due 
regard to the wishes of the teacher, in all reasonable requirements, 
and all failures to do so should be at once reported to the superin- 
tending committee, whose duty it is to act in the premises, 

A failure on the part of the teacher to preserve order must 
eventually result disastrously to the school, hence it becomes nec- 
essary,—and especially ,so where every conceded advantage is 
seized upon by the pupils,—that the teacher be vigilant, that every 
attempt to evade authority be suppressed at once. 
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It should be the aim of every citizen to endeavor to raise the 
standard of scholarship in this district, which, notwithstanding its 
superior advantages, is certainly behind several districts in town 
which we might mention. 

When children are sent to school regularly with injunctions to 
obey all reasonable requirements or the teacher, when parents 
sustain the school, although there may be certain things about it 
which do not meet with their approval, then, and not till then, 
shall we expect to see this school in a flourishing condition. 


District No. 16.—Gorke. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Ida May Rogers. Miss 
Rogers is one of our High school scholars, and this was her first 
experience in teaching. She had a very interesting school and 
managed it well; she was not, we think, too strict in the enforce- 
ment of her orders; the school showed good progress on examin- 
ation, and we hope her services may again be secured, 

The winter term was taught by Miss Abbie E. Flanders. 
This school contains a larger proportion of small scholars thaa 
any other in town, requiring on the part of the teacher the exer- 
cise of considerable patience and perseverance. 

At our first visit the school appeared well. We were not noti- 
fied in season to be present at the close, consequently are unable 
to judge accurately in regard to the improvement made. 

The house is undergoing repairs which when completed will add 
much to the comfort of the occupants. 


District No. 16.—DAvISVILLUE. 


Two terms, summer and winter, both taught by Miss M. A. 
Allison of Goffstown. 

The district was fortunate in procuring the services of this 
teacher who is amply qualified to take charge of any of our dis- 
trict schools, and her sphere of usefulness might have been 
extended had she seen fit to take a larger one. Miss A. is strict 
in discipline, and the order during both visits to the summer term 
was of the very best. Much thoroughness was shown in reading 
and recitations. 

Owing to the abrupt close of the winter term, occasioned by 
sickness of the teacher, we failed to visit it, but if the same 
course was adopted as at the summer term, it could not have been 
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other than successful. The citizens need not be very proud of 
their house. 


District No. 17.— MILLVILLE. 


Summer term taught by Miss Orie I. Muzzey, who was too 
young and inexperienced to be employed in a school so large as 
this. Beginners should make their debut in smaller schools. 
However, Miss Muzzey proved herself the possessor of qualities 
which need only culture and experience to make her a successful 
teacher. ‘The school was not without benefit—some of the clas- 
ses showing good progress. 

Fred M. Colby taught the winter term and he fully sustained 
the report he secured one year ago, a report of which any teacher 
may well be proud. ‘Thoroughness characterized everything, and 
of course, commendable progress was made. ‘The larger classes 
deserve especial mention. 

Mr. Colby well says: *‘ Although our common school system is 
one of the noblest institutions of the state, it is not self-working ; 
it requires the earnest, the cordial, the united support of all our 
citizens.” 


Districr No. 18.—CoLueGce. 


Only one term, winter, taught by Miss H. M. Eaton of Brad- 
ford, a lady who cannot be too strongly recommended to the 
Prudential School Committees of this town. She should have a 
larger school. It was said of her by a member of the district, 
‘¢ She did nothing that should not have been done, and left un- 
done nothing that should have been done.” There is, perhaps, 
no district in town that calls for higher attainments on the part 
of the teacher, than this.: Its present enviable position is due, to 
avery great extent, to the wisdom and watchful supervision of 
the citizens. Your committee found everything to approve and 
nothing to criticise. 


District No. 19.—Lisperty Union. ° 


No summer term here. Winter term taught by Mr, Oliver 
A. Newton, who has had charge of this school three terms. He 
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says a teacher labors under much difficulty in so small a schoo] 
However, the examination was satisfactory, and the first class i- 
grammar and reading especially so, 


District No. 20.—Rosy’s Corner. 


Only one term, fall, taught by Miss Frank Barnard of Sut- 
ton. Miss Barnard has a mild, easy and successful way of im- 
parting instruction. The school was a profitable one, the exam- 
ination evincing very gratifying progress. Maps were well at- 
tended to. 


District No. 21.—Howe. 


There was but one term in this district, and that was kept in 
the winter by Miss Marilla I. Howlet. This is Miss Howlet’s 
second term in the district. The great distance and a storm at 
the time, prevented us from being present at the examination. 
The appearance of the school, however, at a previous visit, justi- 
fies the belief that the scholars attended diligently to their books, 
and were well instructed in the branches studied. Geography is 
still neglected by the larger scholars. 


District No. 22.—NEWMARKET. 


The winter term was taught by Miss Ida T. Hardy. We 
should not do justice to ourselves or the district to say that we 
were satisfied with the appearance of this school. Whether the 
fault was mostly in the teacher, who evidently had not learned to 
say no, or in the scholars, the multiplicity of whose questions 
would have floored a Socrates, we will not attempt to decide, but 
we have sufficient evidence that there is a “screw loose some- 
where.” The government of Miss H, 1s of the moral suasion 
kind, and we would suggest that hereafter the committee procure 
the services of a teacher who will enforce obedience if necessary. 
The register shows too many instances of tardiness and dismissal 
to ensure a successful term of school, 
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District No. 24.—Joppa. 


Only one term, taught by Miss A. W. Heath. In consequence 
of a delay in the notice of. its close, circumstances prevented our 
being present at the examination. However, we have no doubt 
Miss Heath did her whole duty as usual, and that commendable 
progress was made. We find many bright and promising chil- 
dren here; and this makes it painful for us to record the fact that 
they have had but six weeks’ schooling during the past year.

HIGH SCHOOL. 


The Committee, in making their report at this time, desire to 
congratulate the people of the town upon the success accomplish- 
ed during the past year in establishing the character of the High 
School. So well has the government thereof been managed, 
and so thorough and successful has been the method of instruction, 
that all must feel encouraged and hopeful for the future. as well 
as gratified at present attainments. 

It is but just to refer to the departure of Miss Helen E. Gilbert 
from among us, by expressing the universal esteem in which she 
was held, the entire satisfaction which she gave in the perform- 
ance of all her duties, and the regret with which her resignation 
was received. 

Miss Annie B. Westgate was appointed to supply her place, 
and entered upon her duties at the beginning of the winter term. 
Miss Frank Reddington, a pupil in the school, was employed to 
give instruction to three vlasses during the past term. 

The teachers to whom are now intrusted the management and 
instruction of the school earnestly ask, as they fully deserve, the 
cordial support of the entire community in all their efforts and 
methods to govern, instruct, and benefit the youth put under their 
control. It is well to express here the apparent necessity that all 
exercises of any character, in any way conuected with the school, 
should be under the final contro] of the principal. Inrresponsibil- 
ity to the government of the school in any association of the 
pupils for literary improvement will lead to a disregard of prop- 
er authority in other relations to the school. 

The mutual relatious and offices of the Common schools and 
the High school require careful consideration. Hitherto the for- 
mer have been the only source of istruction for the great major- 
ity of our children and youth, and the great endeavor has been 
to inake them so efficient as to satisfy all needs, There is danger 
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now that they may come to be regarded as of secondary import- 
ance, and be so neglected as to lose the standard they have at- 
tained. This will be the case if we permit our eyes to hold the 
High school as the central object of vision, and look to it as the 
source of all necessary instruction. In this way will the years 
spent in the Common schools be passed impatiently, and the 
scholars arrived at a proper age will be found wholly disqualified 
to receive benefit in the High school. The Committee desire to 
impress upon your minds, and through you upon the minds of all 
your children, the necessity of continued and indeed extra exer- 
tion to acquire a standard of scholarship more advanced in order 
to appreciate all the great privileges afforded in the High school, 
Let it not be thought that during the years spent in the Common 
school there is no need of exertion, because all that is of worth 
‘may be at last acquired when the youth leaves the humble school- 
house to enter a more imposing edifice. 

If such a notion shall prevail it will be fatal to the welfare 
of the schools of both grades. We want good scholars to 
come from all the lower schools, those who have been “ fitted” by 
earnest study and faithful instruction. Then will the High school 
take an elevated rank, and advance to an honorable position | 
among the schools of its class in the state. It must find its ma- 
terials of structure and growth among the well trained and thor- 
oughly instructed pupils in the common schools We must expect 
that scholars coming from abroad will be of the better class. Our 
own must not fall below for want of careful instruction. 

It is a misfortune to a youth to be hurried into the High school 
ignorant of the primary branches in which he must find foothold 
to advance. His whole course will be one of stumbling, of con- 
fusion and discouragement. We urge upon parents to consider 
well the true relations of both grades of schools and examine 
carefully the acquirements of their children before sending them 
to the committee unqualified, whose unpleasant duty it will be to 
declare them not entitled to the privilege of admission to the High 
school, or to do them real injury by allowing them to undertake 
what they are incapable of performing.
